'WOXtTSLESS SSnVIOES. ■ 

In our article of Sunday vc had no 
intontion of arousing the wrath of our 
somewhat peppery cont-smporary, or of 
imputing to hun motives of a ilisgiace- 
ful nature because liis political career 
at Ottawa Las proved a marked and 
lamentable failure. Better aud cleverer 
men than the editor of the Siandiird 
have failed to carry off laurels ; and 
when we intimated that Mr. Amor Do 
Cosmos' seven years' experience at Ot- 

■ tawa lias proved neither creditable to 
hiiioself nor profitable to the Province 
he represents, such a thing as persecut- 
ing that amiable and astute gontlomau 
was furthest from our thoughts. Mr. 
DeC. in a public niaiu His acts are 
open to piiblic criticism ; and ho camiot 
play the role of a sniveling martyr 

.without subjecting himself to public 
ridicule. His article of yesterday was 
no reply to ours. He does not moot in 
any one particular our charge that he 
has proved a useless and expensive load 
to pack to and from the Federal Capi- 
tal, nor does lie deny that since enter- 
ing Parliament in 1871 ho has changed 
sides threo times. Political and per- 
sonal foes of the honorable gentlcumn 
have insinuated that the price of his 
support of a Ministry is a seat thoroiu 
— ^that he will vote with no party that 
does not admit him to a seat in the 
"holy of holies." This may or may 
not be a foul calumny ; but, as actions 
are said to speak louder than word 
even INIr. DcU. will scarcely deny that 
his extraordinary saltatory feats at Ot 
tawa have laid him open to the serious 
cliargo of being willing to sacrifice the 
best interests of the Province on the 
altar of personal nggrandizeiucnt and 
political prefcrmeut. In his so-called 
reply Mr. DcGoanu)s resorts to the 
cuttle-fish mode of warfare. When 
cornered ho drt^ in matters foreign to 
tlie subject under discussion and seeks 
to escape in the inky cloud tliat he 
emits. For instance, one is puzzled to 
think what the patent stone swindle 
has got to do with the Island railway, 
or what the Taxada Island fraud has 
got to do with Mr. DeCosmos' futilo 
eflbrts tit Ottawa ; or what the Patent 
American Hair D^e, which Mr. Sproat 
says he detected ]\Ir. IDeCosnios in the 
act of peddling through the streets of 
London, has got to do with the removal 
of the steel rails. The plain point at 
issue is the value of Mr. DeCosmos' 
political services to the Province. The 
burthen of proof rests with him. If 
he can. show that with his pen or tongue 
or influence he has advanced railway or 
drydock construction, or that ho has 
contributed to harmonizing conflicting 
interests in the Province so that an 
imited effort may be made towards se- 
curing the rights of tlio Province, then 
will he be hailed as a good and faithful 

- public sen'ant entitled to reclec- 
tion. But we greatly fear that tlie re- 
cord will bo found to bo against the 
honorablo gentleman ; that any attempt 
to establish the value of his services 
would end in them being proved to 
possess no value whatsoever. Without 
wishing toprejudgeliiscasowe think that 
we may be permitted to refer to his 
attitude on the Island railway tv/o years 
ago. At that time his demand was : 
The railway via Bute Inlet or secession. 
Ill response to that demand The Colon isl 
said that the Province had no right to 
dictate which route .should lio selected 
for the raihvay or to mix up tlio ques- 
tion of route with her just treaty 
rights. Well, the railway is not to 
come vm Bute Inlet and what has bo- 
come of Mr. DeCosmos' secession cry 1 
Again — less than three weeks ago — lie 
stated in his paper that if he had reason 
to believe the Canadian Government 
were in earnest in their avowed inten- 
tion of removing the steel rails, he 
would call on the populace to forcibly 
resist their removal. AVe advised the 
adoption of a moderate and sensible 
foUey by the people. At this writing 
a steamer is loaded •Nvith the steel rails 
and is about to depart with her cargo 
for Fraser River. What has become 
of Mr. DeCosmos' incitement to re- 
bellion'? Mere bouiice — nothing but 
bounce I And of such arc tho tactics 
of the editor of our contemporary. Are 
"we not right when we say that his 
flatulent ravings at Ottawa and trhough 
the columns of his organ liave done 
more to prejudice our just demands 
under tho treaty of union than any 
three local governments could explain 
away] Even at this important crisis, 
when ho ought to do all in his power to 
streiigthen the hands of Mr. Walkem 
and his colleagues, he AvilfuUy sacrifices 
them in his anxiety to secure his re- 
election for Ottawa — subordiiuites their 
interests and the interests of the Prov- 
ince to advance his own personal ends. 
Ho has consequently already seriously 
,compro'mised the new Government by 
causing people to think that his wishy- 
washy lucubrations are ins])ired by 
them. His article of yesterday is quijc 
in keeping with those that have pro- 
coded it , and wo arc almost tempted 
to exclaim — "Go to, sir, go to! 
and learn a lesson in patriotism from 
the Opposition members of the Local 
. House."

At the evening 
session Mr. Jessop gave an outline of his 
trip to the Eastern Provinces last fall, in 
a most eloquent and instructive manner, 
showing no little ability as a lecturer, 
quite a number outside of tho profession 
encouraging him by their presence. On 
Tuesday morning the report on tho super- 
annuated teachers' fund wasdisousaed and 
an undorst.anding come to that accorded 
with tho views of all the teachers. Mr. 
Phinnoy gave a pleasant and interesting 
address on hia oxporieuco of tho teacher's 
life and thii character of tho _ people of 
Quebec ; also, sonio incidents in his life 
while a student at McOill Uniyoisity. Ho 
certainly has a great fund of anecdotes 
and a keen perception of whero and when 
to uso them with a freedom of delivery 
not often found amongst teachers. Mr. 
JIoLaughlin gave a very interesting luHto- 
ry of tho schools in Nova Scotia— tho 
system of examining and manner of pay- 
ing tho teacher. Mr. Clemitson, on our 
schools .and text books, ;read an oxccllcut 
paper, which at the recjuest of tho Con- 
vention he will allow to bo printed.

Editor Coionibt; — In Sunday's Col- 
onist "a Cariboo Co. Shareholder" pro- 
coeds to onligliten us as to tho result of 
of si.K assays of Cariboo quartz made 
by iMr.

in geological clas.sificatiou. However, 
I am aware that an extensive metallur- 
gical and mineralogical knowledge is 
far from being essentially necessary to 
constitute a good minor ; but the im- 
portance of the question of the origin 
of minerals aud tho formation of min- 
eral lodes is but little understood. 
Therefore, why should wo as sharc- 
holdors despair after such good and 
promising results already obtained anil 
publicly given in the press of the Bon- 
anza ledge at such shallow depths. A 
largo and continuous champion lode of 
auriferous quartz,- averaging in width 
from 6 to 23 feet, with well-defined 
walls and a vertical dip, is certainly suf. 
ficient indication to justify a vigorous 
development in sinking upon the course 
of the lode. It is very much to bo re- 
gretted that operations on so valuable 
a ])roperty should be retarded or the 
faith of tho legitimate investor dimin- 
ished because the Bonanza is pro- 
nounced by a theorist to be unproduc- 
tive and of no value, while tho practi- 
cal and experienced minor say.s " the 
proof of the pudding is in the eating.'' 
By sinking shafts on the Bonanza vein 
is the sure test of jiroof. All success- 
ful mining must be based on the prin- 
ciple that mineral riches as a rule in- 
crease as depth is 'attained. It is quite 
truo that lodes extend downwards to 
unknown depths in a nearly vertical 
direction. In their downward course 
their width also varies greatly, contract- 
ing from tho greatest width to a mere 
thread and then e.xpanding as suddenly 
and after passing through a barren 
floor of silicificd matter largo d(q)osits 
of ores much richer than the surface 
have rewarded tho energy and perse- 
verance of the minor. Therefore, sliaro- 
holders should not bo discouraged, but 
put their shoulders to tho wheel with 
tho most determined porsoveraiico to 
develop and realize the riches of the 
hidden storerooms oif the Bonanza.

London, July 10. — Beaconsfield last 
night made a siieecli giving account of 
his actions at the Berlin congress. He 
went over all details explaining the 
points, claiming it was a triumph of 
modern idea.s. The s[ieoch was well 
received. Its sub.stanco was as follows: 
The speaker said he could show that 
in the changes which were made in the 
treaty of San Stefano by the treaty of 
Berlin a menace to the indcjicndenco of 
Europe had been removed and the 
threatened injury to the British empire 
terminated. The congress had returned 
to tho sultan two-tMrds of his posses- 
sions. It was said that when the con- 
gi-ess talked of establishing tho Balkan 
frontier of what may be called New 
Turkey tliey were establishing an inde- 
fensible frontier; but it was upon cour- 
age and intrepidity that impregnability 
depended, and it would be found that 
if left to those who defended Plevna 
that frontier could not be indefensible. 
Lord Beaconsfield's statement showed 
throughout a strong_bia3 in favor of the 
Turks. Thus, ho almost apologized for 
the limitation of the sultan's authority 
in Eastern Rounielia. One of the 
greatest obstacles to an pbject in which 
the congress -was unanimous, namely, 
the re-establislunent of -the sultan as.: a

a'.*chijil condition of Bosnia and neigh- 
boring countries. The most comploto 
authorities had convinced him that it 
would have taken 50,000 of Turkey's 
best troops to secure any approach to 
order in Bosnia. Even then the at- 
tempt would perhaps have been unsuc- 
cessful, and such an effort must have 
secured Turkey's absolute ruin. Sub- 
n>.itting to the wishes of a majority of 
tho congress, Austria undertook occu- 
pation at the suggestion of Lord Salis- 
bury, earnestly supported by himself 
(Beaconsfield).- -The objeet in recom- 
monding occupation was to protect 
Turkey. Government had consistentlj 
resisted the principle of partition of 
Turkey, because e.xclusive of any con- 
sideration of morality it was believed 
an attempt would lead to a long and 
sanguinary war. Continuing, ho said 
it was remarkable that after a great 
war and prolonged negotiations, all the 
jjowers, Russia as strictly and complete- 
ly as tho others, came to an unanimous 
conclusion that the best chance for tran- 
quility of tho world was to retain tlie 
saltan, as part of the European system. 
He pointed out that every great war 
was followed by a redistribution of tr>r. 
ritory, but that was not a partition. 
ce^°*ra&il"\il ll«i'l»iiP.i? Jost n^orjj jirovm- 
provinces, but .she was still a great pow- 
er with a commanding future. Eng- 
land lost some of hor most precious i)oh- 
sessions through bad government, tho 
loss of which every Englishman must 
deplore at this mbment, aud which 
would not have occurred if tho princi- 
ple which now governs her relations 
with her colonitrs had been observed. 
He then defended the principle of a 
limit not being fixed to Austrian occu- 
pation aa that would have lield out 
hope to agitators. 

Earl Beaconsfield in summing up tho 
general results of the treaty as regards 
European Turkey pointed out that ox- 
clusivo of Bo.snia and Bulgaria she still 
contained 00,000 square miles and a 
population 'of 6,000,000. Wlien the 
line of tho Balkans was fixed Prince 
Bismarck had .said: "Turkey in 
Europe once more exists." Ho (Lord 
Beaconsfield) did not think such results 
unsatisfactory or inadecjuate, oven if 
obtained after a struggle like that of 
tho Crimea. Russia only liaviiig 
obtained Bos.sarabia in Europe, natur- 
ally looked for a reward to her con- 
quest in Armenia. It was unfair to 
argue as though iietiotiations relative 
to Armenia had been f»r a conclusion 
of peace between England and Russia. 
Turkey had by the treaty of San Ste- 
fano already given up Kara, Batoum, 
etc. If Engknd had gone to war to 
recover thein the war would have been 
long and expensive, and probably, like 
most -wars, would have ended in a com- 
jjromise. Kars has been already three 
times taken by the lluswians. Would 
parliament have .sanctioned war in order 
to restore it to Turkey that Eussia 
might tal^e it again when tho next mis- 
understanding arose, or to prevent the 
cession of Batoum harbor, which is 
barely capable of holding six ships'! 
Tho government tliought it advisable 
not to begrudge theso conquests to Rus- 
sia, especially after obtaining the 
restoration of Bayazid and tho district 
But it seemed at the same time neces- 
sary to consider whether some eflbrt 
waa not possible to improve the general 
condition of Asiatic Turkey and pro- 
vent the perpetually recurring wars, 
always terminating in sliaking the 
authority of the Porte and diminishing 
tho means of profitably and advan- 
tageously governing tho country. Ha 
pointed out that other Euro- 
pean powers Avore naturally not 
so interested as England in atlairs con- 
nected with our oriental empire; thore- 
for^', anything to eflectually guard our 
interests in that quarter must be 
framed by ourselves. Though the ob- 
ject of the Anglo-Turki.sh convention 
was certainly to place England in a 
position in which she might be con- 
nected witli a force necessary, when 
any great transactions were contem- 
plated, oven though sHe may not feel 
it necessary to have recourse to force, 
but the object of the converition was 
not merely or chiefly military, but to 
produce peace and tranquillity ho as to 
open up to tho wealth and enterprise 
of Europe what is really another con- 
tinent But we must remember that 
England had an enormous and sub- 
stantial interest in the east, and if it 
did not interfere in the vindication of 
tho.se interests Asia Minor must be- 
come a victim to anarchy and ulti- 
mately pass to Russia, who would not 
be blamable' in-profiting by such state 
of aflfairs. Let Russia keep what she 
has obtained. England now said, 
"thus far and no farther." Asia 
is large enough for both Russia and 
England. There is no reason of con- 
stant war or feara of war between 
them. Lord Beaconsfield said ho 
could not at present communicate de- 
tails of the proposed reforms in Asia 
Minor, as he was acting with Turkey, 
which was an independent power, and 
whose consent was required to all the 
measures. The government's opera- 
tions were in the interest of peace and 
civilization. It did not mainly rely 
on- fleets and armies however great, 
but on the consciousness of nations that 
our empire is one of liberty and jus- 
tice. 

Tho resolution that Lord Hartington 
gave notice in the House of Commons to- 
day that ho should movo will bo as fol- 
lows: 

EESOLVEn, That while the house has 
learned with satisfaction that tho troubles 
in tho east have boon terminated by tho 
treaty or Berlin without further recourse 
to arms, and rejoices in tho extension of 
liberty and solf-government to some of 
tho populations of Turkey in Europe, it 
r^ots that it has not been found practic- 
able to deal moro satisfactorily with tho 
claims of the Greeks in regard to Afiiatic 
Turkey; that tho military liabilities of 
this country h.avo boon unnecessarily ox- 
tended; that undefined engagements rela- 
tive to a better administration of tho Asia- 
tic provinces have imposed many rcapoii- 
aibilitios on the state, while no sufficient 
means are indicated for securing .their 
fi"' ■ '

ViENXA, July 19— Carathcedori Pasha 
raises ditficultios in his negotiations with 
tho Austrian Government relative to tho 
occupation of Turkish provinces. Ho iu- 
siata that the Sultan's sovereignty over 
Bosnia and' Herzcgovonia lias been recog- 
nized, and that the duration and extent of 
the occupation should bo previously settl- 
ed. Neither the date of tho departure of 
General Pliillippovich nor the movement 
of tho army across tho frontier liavo yet 
boon fi.\od on account of pending deliber- 
ations. It is understood, however, that 
tho porto has been informed that postpono- 
inent of Austrian occupation beyond a cer- 
tain date will be impoaaiblo. 

A Berlin dispatch announces that Rus- 
sia proposes to appoint diplomatic agents 
at various points in Asiatic Turkey to 
watch Russian interests. Russia is also 
making an oiFort to secure the early con- 
atrur.tion of tho proposed railway from 
Owenbuig into Central Asia, 200 German 
miles. 

London, July 19.— A Berlin dispatch 
says Prince Gortschakotl" has returned to 
St. Petersburg instead of going to Wild- 
bad as ho had intended. Gortachakoff 
goes to St. Petersburg to oppose intriguoa 
for his own overthrow and Count Schou- 

Tho rumor of tho probability of tho 
resignation of Count Conti, Italian 
miuLstrylifjitiltf.r, is denied. Tho entire 
copt tho responsibility ''"efit.&iid will ac- 
parliament. " " 

Fifty meetings in favor of annexation 
of Southern Tyrol to Italy are organising 
in tho principal to\vns. The agitators aro 
extremists, and their course is disap- 
proved by tho best people. Tho govorn- 
uiout cannot interfere witli their mootings 
so long as thoy do not violate tho law, 
though the bad eftect in Austria is fully 
recognized. 

Alk.xandria, July 19. — Emigration 
from Egypt to Cyprus ia proceeding on a 
largo scale, and it is ])robablo direct sor- 
vico of steamers will bo established be- 
tween this port and Cyprus. 

London, July 19. — Nearly all tho morn- 
ing papers comment favorably on Lord 
Beaconsfiold's statement in tho house of 
lords last evening in explanation of tho 
British plenipotentiaries in tlie Berlin 
congress. 

The Times thinks that Lord Derby trans- 
grcflsod his rights and customs, which it 
is desirable to uphold, on m.aking public 
his recollections of a former discussion of 
the cabinet. 

Pauis, July 19.— Tho cabinet have de- 
cided to send as many troops as possible 
to Aunis, tho scene of the colliora strike. 
• LoNDO.v, July 19. — Two parties of rail- 
way exports, under direction of tho Gov- 
ermnont, will examino tho Tigris and 
Euphrates valleys for tho best railway 
route to tho Persian Gulf.

Parliamentary Obstruction. 

The London correspondent of the 
Leeds Mercur;,/ writes : An imijortant 
resolution has been carried by the Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons that 
has lately been sitting on the question 
of the best mode of conducting public 
business; A proposal was first sub- 
mitted by tho Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer to tho cfTocfc that .should any mem- 
ber be twice formally declared to bo 
abusing tho rules of the House that 
member should bo susi)eiided - during 
the remainder of tho sitting. This re- 
solution was, after considerable discus- 
sion, can-ied by a majority of one, tho 
casting vote being given by the chair- 
man, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
liimself. After agreeing to it, liow- 
over, the Committee proceeded to pull 
it to pieces, and then adopted another 
motion also by tho narrow majority of 
one. As finally amended, the deliver- 
ance of the Committee is that when a 
member ia thought to olTend in a sense 
of obstruction he sliall be formally 
•' named " from the chair. He is then 
to be allowed ton minutes' grace to ex- 
plain what he may have to urge in ex- 
tenuation. After that a debate of not 
moro than a quarter of an hour is to 
be nllov.'cd before the division is taken. 
Should the numbers prove adverse to 
tho member supposed to have oflendcd, 
he will then be " suspended " for tho 
remaind(u- of tho sitting. You will at 
once see that this is somewhat of a de- 
]iarturo from tho Chancellor of tho 
Exehequcr'.s proposal, and it is doubted 
whether a scheme to stop obstruction, 
based upon a mere majority of one in 
the Committee, will cany with it tho 
necessary weight to commend it to the 
serious consideration of the House. 
Tho decision o£ tho Committee clearly 
shows how difficult it will be to provide 
a remedy for the flagrant evil from 
which the House is now so severely 
sufl'ering.
